Early to bad and early to rise 
Won’t help you much if you 
Don’t advertise! 


An unpopular man these days is he who neglects 
to shovel the snow off the sidewalk fronting his house. 
There might be eight houses in a block, seven of them 
with nicely cleaned walks, but if the eighth household¬ 
er fails to clean his sidewalk the effort of the others 
has practically been wasted. 

One short stretch of snow-blocked sidewalk forc¬ 
es school children and other pedestrians to keep to the 
road, rather than on the walk. Slippery streets, cars 
and pedestrians, nicely mixed together, form a recipe 
that is eventually going to result in a serious accident. 

In Calgary and other cities, householders who fail 
to clean off their sidewalks within 24 hours after a 
snowfall have the job done for them by the city with 
the sticker that the cost of cleaning the walk is added 
to their tax bill. We don’t particularly recommend 
such a drastic measure here in Vulcan or in the other 
towns within the county, but we do think that side¬ 
walks should be cleaned off. If the householder is 
physically unable to do the job himself it is no great 
expense to arrange with a school lad to do the job af¬ 
ter school. Pressure on the slacker by the other resi¬ 
dents in the block might help, too.

Comparing Political Systems 

Surveying the political scene in the United States 
from the cool confines of Canada one cannot help be¬ 
ing amazed at the complications of the set-up. It is dif¬ 
ficult to determine the real leadership and the centre 
of political power in that country, as Clement Atlee, 
the British parliamentarian, once remarked. 

Mr. Eisenhower is president but he has to work 
with congress, while being outside thereof. He has to 
keep his own followers in line and also appease the 
opposing Democrats. 

There is an election for congressmen and repre¬ 
sentatives every two years so the political pot must be 
kept in a constant fail. Neither those who are elected, 
nor the electorate, are permitted to enjoy a term of 
politicai truce and peace. 

Maybe that system provides for pure democracy, 
but at this distance it looks more like pure pandemon-, 
ium! 

In Canada the federal government ik allowed a life 
of five years. The general practice is to call an election 
well within that limitation. 

4 Each party picks a leader who will be prime min¬ 
ister if that group attains power. He s its ‘‘at the hgfid 
of the table” in parliament with his ministers along¬ 
side. He leads the cabinet which, along with the pri¬ 
vate members deede* government policy. The duty of 
the opposition is to find flaws in that policy and pur¬ 
sue a course calculated to keep the government from 
straying from the “straight and narrow path,” and in 
touch with public opinion. 

Between elections there is a complete let-down of 
political activities. Party organizations become more 
or less dormant. The public is not plagued with inces¬ 
sant poltiical campaigns. 

The centre of power is well established. The gov- 
ern ment has ample time to prove tV vnhm or -eUtep- 
wise of its policies over a reasonable period. If it falls 
into disrepute, and other parties gain i mportant pow¬ 
er n bye-elections, it may be defeated in a vote on an 
important issue before parliament, and an election 
must b held forthwith. 

Canadi&ns much prefer their simplified and effec¬ 
tive form <^>f democratic government to the complicat¬ 
ed and confusing system prevailing in the United 
States. —Brooks Bulletin.
